cilwoman Evans, Council- 
man Rocha, Sr. and Council- 
man Kinsey, Jr. joined other 
Arizona Tribal Leaders in ad- 
dressing top DC leaders to dis- 
cuss these issues and the effect 
of the budget cuts on AZ tribal 
governments. 

Councilwoman Evans 
pointed out to Stacey Ecoffey, 
Principal Advisor for Tribal 
Affairs, Office of intergovern- 
mental Affairs, IHS the Gov- 
ernment’s trust responsibili- 


ties to Native Americans in 
Arizona stating, “The govern- 
ment is mandated by its trust 
responsibilities to care for our 
People. How is the govern- 
ment ensuring that its trust re- 
sponsibilities are being met 
when we are not being con- 
sulted before these negative 
decisions are made?” 

Other Arizona Tribal Lead- 
ers supported Councilwoman 
Evan’s statement, reiterating 
the lack of consultation by the 


US Government with Arizona 
Tribes. 

The Nation was advised 
that the United States con- 
tinuing budget deficit will re- 
sult in budget cuts in all areas 
of tribal funding, particularly 
healthcare. 

Tribal council members met 
personally with Congressional 
leaders to request funding sup- 
port of YAN tribal programs.

YAN Councilwoman Linda 
Evans joined other tribal leaders 
and business professionals as a 
panelist at the 201 1 Indian Tribal 
Summit & Town Hall at Wild 
Horse Pass on March 22. 

Evans participated as a pre- 
senter during the “Successful 
Partnerships and Entrepreneur 
Programs” portion of the two day 
summit. 

Evans related to the audience 
the Nation’s success at develop- 
ing business ventures other than 


the Cliff Castle Casino Hotel. 
Those businesses include Sonic/ 
Chevron, Yavapai-Apache Con- 
struction and Drake Cement. 

“We can’t rely on the casino 
to be our Golden Goose,” stated 
Evans. “Tribal compacts with 
the State of Arizona are set to 
expire in 2013. We have to have 
business enterprises in place to 
generate revenue for our People, 
in the event the State decides not 
to renew our Compacts.” 

Evans related the successful 


partnership between the Nation 
and Yavapai County to provide 
wastewater treatment for the 
county’s detention facility. 

“The Nation had to provide a 
bond on the project, but through 
successful management of the 
project, the Nation was able to 
recover the bond from the county 
in 2010.” 

The summit was hosted the by 
the Arizona Commission of In- 
dian Affairs.

Every year since April 
22, 1970, Earth Day has 
been celebrated in cities 
nationwide and around 
the world; its evolution 
began in the turbulent 
1960’s when protests 
were a common occur- 
rence as the Civil Rights 
Movement and the Viet- 
nam War garnered na- 
tional headlines and 
changed the psyche of 
the American landscape 
as divisions abound. 

In this same spirit, an 
estimated twenty mil- 
lion people took part on 
April 22, 1970, to voice 
their own protest for the 
protection of the earth. 

This was due in large 
part to the efforts of a 
Senator named Mr. Gay- 
lord Nelson who brought 
this issue to the forefront 
of the public at large. 

“The idea for Earth Day 
evolved over a period 
of seven years starting 
in 1962,” said Gaylord 
Nelson, a United States 
Senator from Wiscon- 
sin “For several years, 
it had been troubling me 
that the state of our environ- 
ment was simply a non-issue 
in the politics of the country.” 

With the senator’s hard 
work, he altered the course at 
the US Congressional and Ex- 
ecutive level to consider the 
environment as part of na- 


tional policy which in turn led 
to the creation of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and 
further subsequent laws which 
today govern the policies that 
are within the purview of the 
environment at large. 

In the spirit of the grass- 


roots movement of the 60’s, 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
will be hosting an Earth Day 
Celebration on Friday, April 
22, 2011, from 10AM to 3PM 
at Veteran Memorial Park lo-

At two recent council meet- 
ings, Roberta Pavatea and 
Frieda Eswonia brought out 
the fact that there were elders 
who were in need and that the 


tribal council should be meet- 
ing such needs for its reser- 
vation members. Specifically, 
that Genevieve Stacey Wright, 
who is still in recovery from 
a leg amputation, was a case 
in point. After hearing this, 
Councilman David Kinsey 
Jr. asked Frieda for Gene- 
vieve Wright’s address and, 
after the council meeting of 
March 10, 2011, he paid a 
visit to the home to find out 
what he could do to help. It 
was done through David Kin- 
sey Jr’s own personal inter- 
ests in the matter that he met 


some immediate needs for el- 
der Wright (done at his own 
financial expense!). And, al- 
though transportation is pro- 
vided by the CHR & Elder’s 
Advocate Depts., during “af- 
ter-hours” and on week-ends, 
elder Wright is home-bound 
- without any transportation 
to go anywhere, should an 
emergency arise during those 
times. Thus, Councilman Kin- 
sey has taken it upon him- 
self to try and get her trans- 
portation problem taken care 
of. This young man has also 
shown his concern over his 


fellow tribal members’ needs 
by providing firewood and by 
providing Thanksgiving tur- 
keys - at Councilman Kin- 
sey Jr’s own expense! This 
is done through his own con- 
cern for his people! It brings 
back how it was in our tribe’s 
“past” - OF EACH YAVAPAI- 
APACHE TRIBAL MEM- 
BER CARING FOR EACH 
OTHER’S NEEDS! AND, IN 
THE CHRISTIAN BIBLE: 
“LOVE ONE ANOTHER!” 
Councilman Kinsey Jr. is on 
the council filling the vacancy 
created by Robert Jackson’s

(Phoenix, AZ) - Ivan Makil, 
former President of the Salt 
River Pima-Maricopa Indian 
Community, is a candidate for 
Chairman, National Indian 
Gaming Association. Makil 
served as President of the Salt 
River Indian Community from 
1990 to 2002 before founding 
Generation Seven Strategic 
Partners, LLC. G7 consults 
with national and international 
clients serving as a conduit 
between tribal governments 
and non-tribal entities to share 
its expertise in government af- 
fairs, business and economic 
development. 

“If I am fortunate to be 
elected NIGA chair, my pri- 
ority will be to create a pol- 
icy agenda driven by the con- 
sensus of tribal leadership 
across the Country that cre- 
ates balance within the Asso- 
ciation. Together, we can iden- 
tify goals so that we can move 
forward to implement strate- 
gic policies in a strong, orga- 
nized and bold manner,” said 


Makil. To renew and revitalize 
NIGA, Makil’s platform em- 
phasizes clarity of issues, con- 
sensus building, a clear path 
to implementation, and time 
for a change. 

The Tohono O’odham Na- 
tion and the Salt River Pima- 
Maricopa Indian Community 
recently passed unanimous 
resolutions supporting Ivan 
Makil for NIGA Chairman. 

Born and raised on the Salt 
River Pima-Maricopa Indian 
Community, Makil served his 
Community for more than 20 
years in leadership positions. 
Among his accomplishments, 
he developed and imple- 
mented the strategy that was 
the foundation for the negotia- 
tions that ultimately allowed 
a major freeway (Loop 101) 
through the Community. Dur- 
ing his terms as President, the 
Community expanded and di- 
versified its economic devel- 
opment base, from two to 12 
enterprises, becoming a na- 
tional model for economic de- 


velopment on tribal lands. 

In 1996, Makil launched the 
first Indian gaming initiative 
in the country. The Fairness 
Initiative, which passed by a 
wide margin, gave the Com- 
munity the right to its gaming 
compact which had been de- 
nied by the Governor of Ari- 
zona. In 2002, on behalf of 
the 1 7 tribes in Arizona, Makil 
successfully led Proposition 
202, the Indian Gaming Pres- 
ervation and Self Reliance 
Act, which enabled tribes to 
renegotiate their compacts 
with the State. 

Makil has worked exten- 
sively and successfully in the 
national arena. He fought for 
and successfully led the con- 
tentious fight for negotiated 
rule-making for the Native 
American Housing Assistance 
and Self Determination Act of 
1996. Makil has been a strong 
advocate at the national level 
on self-governance, land-into- 
trust, business development 
and housing. With the late

Gosar represents the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation as its 
Congressional Representative 
in Washington, DC. 


“I felt this trip was very suc- 
cessful,” states Chairman Da- 
vid Kwail. “The Nation was 
able to personally meet with 
several Congressmen to re- 
quest support for the many 
programs administered by the 
tribal government. With Gov- 
ernor Brewer’s proposed cuts 
to the State’s Medicaid pro- 
gram, the burden is going to 


fall on the Nation to provide 
those healthcare services no 
longer provided by the State. 
Additional funding is going 
to be a must if we intend to be 
able to provide these services. 
It was important that we meet 
face to face with our congres- 
sional leaders, to make a per- 
sonal connection on behalf of 
our tribal members at home.” 


Tim Wapato and Congressman 
J.D. Hayworth, Makil helped 
to defeat the UBIT Tax which 
would have imposed a 34% 
tax on all economic develop- 
ment on tribal lands. 

In 1994, Makil was one of 
10 presenters during a White 
House Summit on Economic 
Development during Presi- 
dent Clinton’s administration, 
the first time since the 1800s 
that tribes were invited to the 
White House. In March 2009, 
Makil was invited to attend 
the White House Summit for 
Small Businesses. Makil was 
one of six Native American 
representatives who were in- 
vited to participate. 

Makil also brings interna- 
tional experience to his can- 
didacy as well. He assisted 
the First Nations to develop 
and organize their First World 
Indigenous Forum (both the 
Business Forum and the Lead- 
ership Summit) which was 
held at the United Nations. 
He successfully resolved is- 
sues for clients in Mexico and 
Spain and he has organized 
seminars for Indigenous rep-

Body discovered in Verde 
River has ties to the Nation 


A body found floating in 
the Verde River near Bridge- 
port on Saturday, March 19, 
2011 has been identified as 
40 year old Dennis Cleve- 
land Sine, Jr. of the Hualapai 
Tribal Nation. Sine, Jr. is the 
middle son of YAN Tribal El- 
der, Dennis Sine, Sr. 

The body had been re- 


moved from the Verde River 
and taken to the Yavapai 
County Medical Examiner’s 
Office, where it was deter- 
mined that Sine, Jr. acciden- 
tally drowned. 

Sine, Jr. was identified 
through tattoo markings on 
his back and left leg. 


What Can Investors 
Learn from Gardeners? 

As an investor, 

you too can benefit 
from occasionally 


Spring is here. If you’re a 
gardener, you know it will soon 
be time to put in your flowers 
or vegetables. But even if you 
don’t have a green thumb, you 
can still take advantage of the 
season by “planting the seeds” 
for the growth of another valu- 
able piece of property: your in- 
vestment portfolio. 

Actually, you can find a few 
similarities between successful 
gardening and effective invest- 
ing. For starters, both garden- 
ers and investors need to con- 
sider their individual circum- 
stances. If, for example, your 
garden is in a shady part of 
your yard, you might be able to 
grow some nice geraniums, but 
you’ll have tougher time with 
roses, which crave the sun. As 
an investor, you’ll also find 
that some investments are more 
appropriate for your situation 
than others. So before you pur- 
chase a stock, bond, certificate 
of deposit or government secu- 
rity, you’ll need to determine if 
it’s suitable for your risk toler- 
ance, time horizon and long- 
term goals. 

Furthermore, just as garden- 
ers don’t usually grow only one 
variety of flower or one fruit or 
vegetable, as an investor, you 
shouldn’t stick with one type 
of investment vehicle. If you 
own nothing but aggressive- 
growth stocks, you’ll likely 
take on too much risk. Con- 
versely, if you are too conser- 
vative and invest only in gov- 
ernment bonds and certificates 
of deposit, you'll probably 
never achieve the growth you 
need, and your earnings may 
not even keep pace with infla- 
tion. Instead, build a portfolio 
containing a variety of invest- 
ments that, when put together, 
can help you make progress to- 
ward your objectives. 

Another trait exhibited by 
gardeners and worthy of emu- 
lation by investors is patience. 
If you were dissatisfied with 
the growth of a plant after just 
a few days, would you up- 
root it and put another plant 
in its place? Probably not. In- 
stead, you’d nurture the origi- 
nal plant, knowing that, in the 
long term, it can grow. The 
same thinking can apply to in- 
vestments. Over the short term. 


pruning your 
portfolio of those 
investments that no 
longer meet your 
needs, and in fact 
take up space that 
could otherwise 
be more profitably 
used. 

your investment choices will 
fluctuate in price, and some- 
times you may be frustrated 
by what you perceive as a lack 
of progress. But instead of 
constantly selling off invest- 
ments and buying new ones, 
a better strategy would be to 
choose quality securities and 
hold them for a period of many 
years. Eventually, your efforts 
may be rewarded. 

What else do gardeners do 
that might be relevant to in- 
vestors? For one thing, they 
get rid of weeds that can choke 
off the growth of flowers or 
vegetables. As an investor, you 
too can benefit from occasion- 
ally “pruning” your portfolio 
of those investments that no 
longer meet your needs, and 
in fact take up space that could 
otherwise be more profitably 
used. That’s why it’s a good 
idea to review your holdings at 
least once a year. 

Finally, just as backyard 
“diggers” may turn to master 
gardeners for advice and guid- 
ance, you could quite likely 
benefit from the services of a 
financial advisor — an experi- 
enced professional who knows 
the markets and will take the 
time to understand your situa- 
tion, needs and goals. 

So the next time you see 
some industrious gardeners 
making something beautiful 
and productive in their yards, 
watch them closely. Their skills 
and habits might be produc- 
tively transferred to you as you 
invest for the future. 
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Clover Leaf Ranch Regains Its Former Glory

Purchased with casino gam- 
ing revenues during the Vin- 
cent Randall administration, 
the Clover Leaf Ranch at one 
time was mired in controversy 
as the town of Camp Verde 
was at odds with the tribe due 
to zoning issues which the 
town took offense to as re- 
ported in a February 2000 Ar- 
izona Republic article, which 
detailed its refusal to grant the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation a per- 
mit to mine sand and gravel 
on the property. 

“The council decided that 
the tribe’s application for a 
use permit was lacking com- 
pleteness,” said Nancy 
Buckel, Camp Verde Town 
Planner. 

As with many obstacles the 
Nation has faced, the Nation 
overcame the objections and 
moved forward with a renova- 
tion project that allows Clo- 


verleaf Ranch to be utilized 
by the tribe as a youth culture 
center. 

The ranch has been com- 
pletely renovated with funding 
provided by the Indian School 
Trust Fund and will be uti- 
lized for training and confer- 
ences under ITCA provisions 
guiding the structure’s desig- 
nation as a youth oriented fa- 
cility says Robert Mills, Con- 
tracts and Grants Manager. 

The Clover Leaf Ranch 
built in the late 1800’s, had 
been left untended for de- 
cades leading to severe dam- 
age brought about by inclem- 
ent weather and animals using 
the building as a home. 

Yavapai-Apache Construc- 
tion served as general con- 
tractor on the project and 
was overseen by Ryan Harri- 
son, Lead Inspector Yavapai- 
Apache Nation Tribal Hous- 
ing. 

The ranch was completely 
remodeled updating every 
component that is required to 





bring the building up to code, 
including new electrical wir- 
ing and plumbing. The kitchen 
was modernized with stainless 
steel appliances, central heat- 
ing, and a new roof. 

The original rock floor- 
ing and walls were restored 
to their original beauty and 
sealed with a protective cover- 


ing to prevent further damage. 

The property contains a two 
room bunkhouse, also com- 
pletely renovated, with a mod- 
est below ground cellar and 
garage. 

The Nation plans to host an 
open house for YAN commu- 
nity members at a date yet to 
be determined.

Court Denies Injunction to 
Halt Snowbowl Development

FLAGSTAFF, AZ - The 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
today denied an emergency 
motion to stop Snowbowl ski 
area and the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture from cutting 
down thousands of trees on 
the San Francisco Peaks, out- 
side of Flagstaff, Arizona. 

The Save the Peaks Coali- 
tion and other plaintiffs filed 
an appeal to the Ninth Circuit 
and sought an emergency in- 
junction that would stop all 
tree cutting and construction 
in furtherance of snowmaking 
pending the outcome of the 
appeal. 

Judge Murguia, at the Dis- 
trict Court level, previously 
denied the Coalition any in- 
junction pending appeal. 

“The ski resort can start 
their destruction tomorrow 
and there isn't a legal recourse 
that can be taken.” stated Jen- 
eda Benally, a plaintiff in the 
case. “The legal system has 
failed to protect citizens and 
the delicate ecosystem of the 
San Francisco Peaks and in- 
stead compromised it’s eth- 
ics by protecting a single for 
profit business that has blatant 
disregard for our children's 
health.” 

According to Howard 
Shanker, the attorney for the 
Save the Peaks Coalition 
and other plaintiffs, “We are 
gravely disappointed in the de- 
cision not to grant an injunc- 
tion but will vigorously pur- 
sue our appeal in any event.” 
According to Shanker, “we 
remain hopeful that, at some 
point, the courts will prop- 
erly apply the law to the facts 
of this case.” Shanker previ- 
ously represented a number of 
the Tribes and environmental 
organizations in the first round 
of litigation opposing snow- 
making with reclaimed sewer 
water. 



The Justice Department un- 
der the Obama Administra- 
tion continues to vigorously 
fight to cut down trees and to 
spray reclaimed sewer wa- 
ter to make snow on the San 
Francisco Peaks while the Ad- 
ministration has held ‘listen- 
ing sessions’ on sacred sites 
protection, including the San 
Francisco Peaks, across the 
country. 

Snowbowl threatens to 
clear-cut approximately 28,994 
trees from 76.3 acres for con- 
struction of water impound- 
ments, buildings, and trails. 
They would also begin cutting 
down 167 trees along the 14.8 
mile snowmaking transmis- 
sion line and approximately 
800 trees in approximately 
47.4 acres within the Agassiz 
and sunset trail areas. 

In 2006, the Snowbowl 
Ski area, which operates un- 
der a permit on federal land, 
was granted permission by the 
U.S. Forest Service, part of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
to make snow using 100% re- 
claimed sewer water. Some- 
thing that is not done any- 
where else in the world. The 
project would use sewer wa- 
ter treated to Arizona A+ stan- 
dards - A+ water in Arizona 
is known to contain endo- 
crine disruptors, which block 
or mimic normal hormone ac- 
tivity. It also contains a host 
of personal care products and 
pharmaceuticals, including 
things like steroids, antibiotics, 
and caffeine, which are neither 
tested for, nor adequately re- 


moved from the water during 
the treatment process. 

The San Francisco Peaks, 
including the area used by 
Snowbowl, are sacred to 13 
of the Native American Tribes 
in the southwestern United 
States. 

In 2006, the Navajo Nation, 
the Hopi Tribe, the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation, the White 
Mountain Apache Tribe, the 
Havasupai Tribe and the Hual- 
apai Tribe filed suit to stop 
the project which, they as- 
serted, amounted to feder- 
ally approved and sanctioned 
desecration of one of the best 
documented Native American 
sacred sites on record. The 
tribes were joined by a num- 
ber of individuals and orga- 
nizations, including the Si- 
erra Club and the Center for 
Biological Diversity. After a 
unanimous ruling by a three 
judge panel of the Ninth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in favor 
of the tribes and environmen- 
tal groups, the Ninth Circuit, 
however, agreed to re-hear the 
case en banc - something they 
only do about one or two per- 
cent of the time. In an eight 
to three decision, the en banc 
panel reversed the prior panel 
decision and allowed Snow- 
bowl and the Forest Service to 
go forward with the planned 
desecration of the area. 

Shortly thereafter, a group 
of concerned citizens from 
the Flagstaff area, including 
the Save the Peaks Coalition, 
filed suit under the National 
Environmental Protection Act 
(NEPA) challenging the For- 
est Service’s review of the im- 
pacts associated with the po- 
tential ingestion of snow made 
from reclaimed sewer water. 
The prior three-judge panel of 
the Ninth Circuit unanimously 
found that the Forest Service 
failed to adequately consider 
such impacts. The en banc

February 23, 2011 - Gov- 
ernor Jan Brewer signed into 
law House Bill 2167 today, ef- 
fectively illegalizing the sale, 
possession or use of the herb 
mixture commonly known as 
‘Spice”. 

The Bill which went into 
effect immediately upon Gov- 
ernor Brewer’s signing, was 
aimed at reining-in the use of 
marijuana like substances that 
have become popular in recent 
months. 

Prior to this legislation, 
“spice” and similar substances 
were marketed as a legal alter- 
native to marijuana. Sold by 
head shops and other retail- 
ers, the product is basically 
a plant-like material that is 
sprayed with a combination of 
specific chemical substances 
and smoked. The chemical 
compounds can be up to 700 
times more potent than the ac- 
tive ingredient in marijuana, 
and can result in seizures, 
stroke, anxiety, visual distur- 
bances, racing heartbeat and 
elevated blood pressure. 

“I’m happy that the Legis- 
lature moved quickly and with 
bipartisan support to outlaw 
these dangerous substances,” 



Gov. Jan Brewer 


said Governor Brewer. “I’d 
especially like to thank Reps. 
Amanda Reeve and Matt 
Heinz, along with Sen. Linda 
Gray, for helping shepherd 
this important bill through the 
legislative process, and the 
Arizona Department of Public 
Safety and Maricopa County 
Attorney’s Office for playing 
a key role in the development 
of this measure.” 

The Drug Enforcement 
Agency (DEA) reports there 
have been no known stud- 
ies that address the health is- 
sues concerned with the use 
of Spice other than emergency 
room reports which cite se- 


rious side effects including, 
convulsions, anxiety attacks, 
elevated heart rates, increased 
blood press, vomiting and dis- 
orientation. 

Beginning March 1, 2011, 
the DEA will federally control 
all chemicals used to produce 
Spice for a period of one year, 
making the chemicals used 
to create spice illegal to pos- 
sess or sell within the United 
States. 

“It’s important that we get 
the information out that what 
was once legal, is now illegal 
and we will take steps to en- 
sure we educate and enforce 
the parameters of this new 
law,” said Cottonwood Police 
Department spokesman, Sgt. 
Gareth Braxton. “This law 
gives us the ability to close 
a loophole that many in our 
community have seen as a 
problem for several years,” he 
added. 

According to the Nation’s 
Prosecutor Candace Fox, 
Spice will be considered an 
illegal substance and persons 
caught using, selling or pos- 
sessing Spice within the Na- 
tion will be charged in accor- 
dance with the Nation’s Crim- 
inal Code.

Arizona Medical Marijuana Act 
to Take Effect April 14, 2011

Last November, Arizona 
voters approved Proposition 
203 allowing for the use of 
medical marijuana for pa- 
tients afflicted with chronic 
or debilitating medical condi- 
tions within the state of Ari- 
zona such as: Cancer, glau- 
coma, HIV, AIDS, Hepatitis 
C, Amyotrophic Lateral Scle- 
rosis, Crohn’s disease, and Al- 
zheimer’s disease 

Under the measure, patients 
may be prescribed up to two 
and half ounces of marijuana 
every two weeks. Patients liv- 
ing outside a 25 mile radius 
of a marijuana dispensary (of 
which, 124 dispensaries will 
be located throughout Ari- 
zona) will be allowed to grow

law whatsoever. The Nation 
is definitely going to address 
the issue and from the stand- 
point of being legal counsel 
for the Nation, we are review- 
ing the law. 

The Nation would not be 
subject to any of the dispen- 
sary laws unless the Nation 
decided to adopt and make 
provisions for that. 

Ultimately, it will be the de- 
cision of the tribal council on 
what effect the state law will 
have on the Nation’s criminal 
code and employment provi- 
sions.” 

Until such time that tribal 
council amends the Nation’s 
Criminal Code, the use, pos- 
session or sale of marijuana 
will remain a criminal act.

Tribal economies are transi- 
tioning from natural resource 
base to diverse commercial 
enterprises. I have a tip for 
sustainable economic growth: 
know the critical mass of your 
economy. 

Knowing the critical mass of 
a tribal economy is paramount 
because when acquiring a new 
venture the tribe must be able 
to determine the appropriate 
range in size of purchase. A 
venture too big may have the 
potential to jeopardize the ex- 
isting portfolio of companies 


because the cost of mitigating 
a problem(s) will require cash 
or manpower so large that it 
brings material harm to the 
overall operation. A venture 
too small or without enough 
profit potential could stag- 
nate growth if there is infe- 
rior return on resources (peo- 
ple, property, and cash). This 
should not be confused with 
starting small with the intent 
and timeline to grow to mate- 
rial size or incubating a busi- 
ness to nurture entrepreneur- 
ial activity of tribal members. 
A venture the correct size will 
allow a tribal nation to man- 
age their risk and promote sta- 


ble long term growth. 

Here is a simplified illustra- 
tion of why acquisition size is 
important: A tribe owns a con- 
venience store that has a gross 
income of $5million which 
produces a 5% profit at the 
end of the year ($250,000). 
This store is their only for- 
profit entity and they rely on 
it for jobs and to build cash 
in their bank account. They 
decide to purchase a truck- 
ing company for $5 million 
which has the same gross rev- 
enue as their C-store but pro- 
duces a 15% profit at year end

• Patients who are Native 
American from a federally 
recognized Tribe can receive 
care directly at any IHS and 
Tribal Health programs (hos- 
pitals and clinics). Only 
medical services available 
on site. 

• Eligibility is established 
by documented proof of In- 
dian Decent from a Tribe or 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

What is Contract health 
Services? 

• Other funding allocated 
by Congress to use specif- 
ically for patient care not 
covered by other programs. 

• CHS is for Native Amer- 
ican members of federally 
recognized tribe who re- 
side on or near the reserva- 
tion established for the local 
tribe(s) in geographic areas 
called contract health service 
delivery areas (CHSDAs). 

• The eligibility require- 
ments are strict for CHS care 
than for direct services. 

• Not all Native American 
are eligible for CHS funds. 

• Non-Indians are ineligi- 
ble for any CHS funding, un- 


less Non-Indian is pregnant 
with eligible Indian child. 

• CHS process self-refer- 
rals (ER visits), patient trans- 
fers from PIMC & non-emer- 
gent referrals. 

• Eligibility is determined 
by federal regulation (eligi- 
bility criteria). 

• There are six (6) eligi- 
bility criteria. Patients must 
meet all six (6) criteria for 
each episode of care to be el- 
igible for CHS funding. 

CHS six (6) Eligibility 
Criteria 

1. Enrolled member and 
Indian Descent 

• The patient must be 
a member of the Tribe or 
Tribes served by the local 
Contract Health Service De- 
livery Area (CHSDA). (42 
CFR 136.23) 

2. Residency 


• The patient must live in 
his/her IHS or 638 facilities 
Contract Health Service De- 
livery Area (CHSDA). If 
the patient is living out of 
the area for more than 180 
days, he or she is no longer 
eligible for CHS. (42 CFR 
136.23) 

• Tribal members living 
within Yavapai County 

3. Medical Priority 

• The health care requested 
must meet IHS established 
medical priorities. 

“Emergency medical ser- 
vices for care not immedi- 
ately available at an IHS fa- 
cility when immediate medi- 
cal attention is necessary to 
prevent the death or serious 
impairment of the health of 
an individual”.

Medical assistance available through 
the Nation’s Tribal Assistance Program

The Tribal Medical Assis- 
tance Program and the Co 
Pay Reimbursement Program 
is funded thru the Yavapai- 
Apache Nation for Medical, 
Dental and Vision services. 

Vision 

Provides eyewear on an an- 
nual basis to Tribal Members 
of the Yavapai-Apache Na- 
tion who do not have vision 
insurance for the full amount 
of $150; Tribal Members who 
are insured are allowed $75. 
Eye exam and Contacts are 
not covered. 

Children who are on Med- 
icaid (AHCCCS) program are 
not eligible for Tribal Vision 
Assistance; they must utilize 
their AHCCCS health plan. 
However, the program will 
pay $25 for the Polycarbonate 
that AHCCCS does not cover. 


In some cases there may be an 
exception; this will be evalu- 
ated on a case by case basis. 

Dental 

The dental program pro- 
vides emergency dental assis- 
tance for major dental proce- 
dures including root canals, 
crowns and other limited ser- 
vices, up to 50 % of total cost. 
The program does not pay for 
implants, veneers, cosmetic 
dentistry, regular dental visits, 
exams or dental hygiene. 

Medical 

The medical assistance pro- 
gram assists only with emer- 
gent needs such as prescrip- 
tions if there is no insurance 
coverage thru Private insur- 
ance or AHCCCS. You must 
enroll with an alternate re- 
source that’s available thru 
Medicaid. In some cases med- 
ical bills may be paid after re- 
search has been done as to 
why AHCCCS, IHS or insur- 
ance will not cover expense. 
Medical assistance does not 


pay for cosmetic surgery or 
abortions. 

Medical bills must be cur- 
rent and submitted as soon as 
they are received. This is a 
one time payment made dur- 
ing the year at 40%. 

Co Pay Reimbursement 

Co-pay reimbursement cov- 
ers only those Yavapai-Apache 
Nation tribal members living 
in the Contract Health Ser- 
vice Delivery Area (live on 
or within a 10 mile radius of 
the Yavapai-Apache Nation). 
The Reimbursement program 
will reimburse your co pays 
for doctor visits, prescrip- 
tions and Medicare D co pays. 
The program does not pay for 
AHCCCS co pays. (I.H.S. 
does not reimburse AHCCCS 
co pays). 

When submitting receipts, 
please bring the “Super Bill” 
or E.O.B. (explanation of ben- 
efits) from your doctor visit. 
The E.O.B comes in the mail

Greetings from the Yavapai-Apache Health Center

The primary focus, at the 
health center, is to provide out- 
patient health services to the 
community. This allows people 
to receive health care in their 
own community and maintain 
good health. 

The medical clinic services 
include care of chronic disease, 
health promotion and disease 
prevention, and well exams. All 
services are available through 
appointment. Other services in- 
clude Dental, Dental Hygiene, 
Optometry, Nutrition, Audiol- 
ogy and Behavioral health. 


Chronic conditions include 
Diabetes Mellitus, High blood 
pressure, Arthritis and other 
medical conditions. These con- 
ditions require routine labs and 
testing- every 3 months, and 
daily medications. Preventative 
health care includes women’s 
health exams, well baby/child 
check ups, immunizations and 
physicals. 

We provide counseling and 
birth control options, and do 
screening tests for diabetes mel- 
litus and other conditions. We 
currently have all immuniza- 
tions required by the schools, 
including Varicella or Chicken 
Pox vaccine. 

We have a limited number 


of slots reserved for urgent ap- 
pointments. These are made 
available that day for people 
who need to be seen the same 
day. Please call in the morning 
to receive a same day appoint- 
ment. 

Unfortunately, we do not 
have Emergency Services avail- 
able at the clinic. There is no 
Xray, CT or lab available. IF 
people need emergency ser- 
vices, i.e. have chest pain, trou- 
ble breathing, an accident, or 
injury, then the best course of 
action is to Call 911. 

Exercise is important for 
good health, at least 30 minutes 
every day, for kids, at least 1 
hour a day of physical activity. 


PIMC Prescription Refills are a Patient’s Responsibility; 
Stay ahead of your refills by following these steps 


Prescription refills are a pa- 
tient’s responsibility. To re- 
fill your prescriptions, call the 
prescription(s) into the Phoe- 
nix Indian Medical Center us- 
ing the following procedure: 

• Call the Phoenix Indian 
Medical Center (PIMC) for 
your refills at 1-877-733-7462 

• Ask for the Pharmacy re- 
fill line, (NOTE: You will need 
your PIMC Chart number) 

• Hit the #2 option - when 
prompted enter your PIMC 
chart number highlighted in 
yellow across from your name 
on your prescription bottle 


• Enter the prescription re- 
fill number at the bottom of 
the bottle when prompted, also 
highlighted in yellow 

• Once prescriptions are 
called in notify the Yavapai- 
Apache Health Center (YAHC) 
so that your name can be 
placed on YAN’s prescription 
delivery list with PIMC 

• YAHC will fax the list to 
PIMC the following morn- 
ing to have your medications 
placed in the Camp Verde de- 
livery box 

• Upon receipt of your pre- 
scription YAHC will notify 


you by phone and will hold the 
medication for 10 days. 

• If medications are not 
picked up within 10 days they 
will be returned to PIMC 
If you do not have refills, 
please call the Yavapai-Apache 
Health Center (YAHC) at (928) 
567-2168 prior to running out 
for physician approval.

Important information about the 
$3.4 billion Indian Trust Settlement 


For current or former IIM account holders. 

Owners of land held in trust or restricted status, or their heirs 


There is a proposed Settlement in Cobell v. Salazar, a class 
action lawsuit about individual Indian land held in trust by the 
federal government. This notice is just a summary. For details, 
call the toll-free number or visit the website listed below. 

The lawsuit claims that the federal government violated its 
duties by (a) mismanaging trust funds/assets, (b) improperly 
accounting for those funds, and (c) mismanaging trust land/ 
assets. The trust funds include money collected from farming 
and grazing leases, timber sales, mining, and oil and gas 
production from land owned by American Indians/Alaska 
Natives. 

If you are included in the Settlement, your rights will be 
affected. To object to the Settlement, to comment on it, 
or to exclude yourself, you should get a detailed notice at 
www.IndianTrust.com or by calling 1 -800-961-6 109. 

Can I get money? 

There are two groups or “Classes" in the Settlement eligible for 
payment. Each Class includes individual IIM account holders 
or owners of land held in trust or restricted status who were 
alive on September 30, 2009. 

Historical Accounting Class Members 

• Had an open individual Indian Money account (“IIM”) 
anytime between October 25, 1994 and September 30, 
2009. and 

• The account had at least one cash transaction. 

• Includes estates of account holders who died as of September 
30, 2009, if the IIM account was still open on that date. 

Trust Administration Class Members 

• Had an IIM account recorded in currently available data in 
federal government systems any lime from approximately 
1985 to September 30, 2009. or 

• Owned trust land or land in restricted status as of September 
30, 2009. 

• Includes estates of landowners who died as of September 
30, 2009 where the trust interests were in probate as of 
that date. This means you have asked a court to transfer 
ownership of the deceased landowner’s property. 

An individual may be included in one or both Classes. 


What does the Settlement provide? 

• A $ 1 .5 billion fund to pay those included in the Classes. 

• A S 1 .9 billion fund to buy small interests in trust or restricted 
land owned by many people. 

• Up to $60 million to fund scholarships to improve access to 
higher education for Indian youth. 

• A government commitment to reform the Indian trust 
management and accounting system. 

How much can I get? 

• Historical Accounting Class Members will each get $1,000. 

• Trust Administration Ciass Members will get at least $500. 

• If you own a small parcel of land with many other people, 
the federal government may ask you to sell it. You will be 
offered fair market value. If you sell your land it will be 
returned to tribal control. 

If you believe you are a member of either Class and are not 
receiving IIM account statements, you will need to call the toll- 
free number or visit the website to register. 

What are my other rights? 

• If you wish to keep your right to sue the federal government 
about the claims in this Settlement, you must exclude 
yourself by April 20, 2011. 

• If you stay in the Settlement you can object to or comment 
on it by April 20, 2011. The detailed nolice explains how to 
exclude yourself or object/comment. 

The U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia will hold 
a hearing on June 20, 201 1 , to consider whether to approve the 
Settlement. It will also consider a request for attorneys’ fees, 
costs, and expenses in the amount of $99.9 million. However, 
Class Counsel has fee agreements that would pay them 14.75% 
of the funds created for the Classes, which could result in an 
award of $223 million. The Court may award more or less than 
these amounts based on controlling law. If approved, these 
payments and related costs will come out of the Settlement 
funds available for payment to Class Members. 

If you wish, you or your own lawyer may ask to appear and 
speak at the hearing at your own cost.

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Health Care Reform Moves Indian Country Forward 

National Indian Organizations Release First Year Review of Health Care Legislation

Marking the one year an- 
niversary of the enactment of 
health care reform, leading 
national American Indian and 
Alaska Native organizations 
released a report today, high- 
lighting improved health co- 
ordination between tribes and 
federal partners. 


The report, Moving Indian 
Country Forward: Health Care 
Reform One Year Later, high- 
lights improved coordination 
of health care services such as 
cancer screenings and dialysis 
treatment, increased resources 
for tribal, urban, and Indian 
Health Service (IHS) facili- 
ties, authorized development 
of long term care programs, 
and expanded workforce ini- 
tiatives in tribal communities. 


“Healthy tribal communi- 
ties are vital to healthy tribal 
economies, and health care re- 
form advances our efforts in 
that area,” said Jefferson Keel, 
President of the National Con- 
gress of American Indians 
(NCAI). “The permanent re- 
authorization of the Indian 
Health Care Improvement Act 
(IHCIA) in concert with the 
passage of the Patient Protec- 
tion and Affordable Care Act 


(ACA) has been critical to the 
federal government upholding 
its trust responsibility to pro- 
vide health care to the citizens 
of tribal nations.” 

The report, co-authored by 
NCAI, the National Indian 
Health Board (NIHB), and 
the National Council of Urban 
Indian Health (NCUIH), re- 
views implementation of both 
pieces of legislation, ongoing 
tribal consultation, outreach 


and education efforts, and FY 
2012 budget requests related 
to health care. 

“The journey to bring im- 
proved health care to tribal na- 
tions has only just begun, and 
now tribes are able to reach 
our people that need it most: 
young adults previously with- 
out health insurance, children 
with pre-existing conditions, 
and elders seeking more effi- 
cient prescription solutions,” 


said Cathy Abramson, Chair- 
woman of the National Indian 
Health Board. 

“Vital provisions in these 
bills reach tribal communi- 
ties where it counts, no mat- 
ter where tribal citizens live, 
whether in villages, tribal 
lands, or in off-reservation 
communities,” said Dr. Pat- 
rick Rock, President of the 
National Council of Urban In- 
dian Health.

• Dental clinic varies 
monthly from six to eight 
day’s a month. 

• Dental Hygiene schedule 
varies month to month. (Be- 
fore you can have your teeth 
cleaned you must have an 
exam prior). 

• Eye clinic is scheduled 
to be here twice a month and 
days do vary. 

• Nutritionist is sched- 
uled the first Thursday of the 
month. 

• Audiology is scheduled 
every three (3) months. 

• Behavioral Health with 
Dr. Zirin is twice a month ev- 
ery other Monday. 

• YAHC does have a wait- 
ing list for some of these clin- 


ics based on the availability of 
each clinic physician. 

The Yavapai-Apache Health 
Center hours are Monday- 
Friday from 8a.m. -5p.m. and 
closed for lunch from 12p. 
m-lp.m. Should you need to 
cancel or reschedule your ap- 
pointment, please leave a mes- 
sage at (928)567-2168. We 
will return your call the same 
business day. 

**As a reminder, sport 
physicals or any other phys- 
icals and immunizations 
will need to be scheduled. 
If your child plans on par- 
ticipating in a sports activity 
at school please make sure 
to schedule an appointment 
immediately to avoid any 
delays in having your child 
participate in sports activi- 
ties.

panel, however, vacated that 
decision without addressing 
the merits of the claim. On 
review of the issue in the cur- 
rent litigation, District Court 
Judge Mary Murguia found, 
contrary to the prior Ninth cir- 
cuit ruling, that the Forest Ser- 
vice review was adequate and 
that the case should not be al- 
lowed to go forward. 

Initial approvals for the 
controversial project were 
made under the administra- 
tion of George W. Bush. It 


was initially the Bush Justice 
Department and Department 
of Agriculture that vigorously 
fought to spray potentially un- 
safe reclaimed sewer water 
onto the sacred site. 

The Obama Administra- 
tion, which has made a public 
show of respecting tribal sov- 
ereignty and sacred sites, was 
however, quick to pick up the 
mantle. Judge Murguia was 
nominated by Obama to go to 
the Ninth Circuit. Shortly af- 
ter ruling against the Save the 
Peaks Coalition, her appoint- 
ment was confirmed. 

It appears that the prior 
three-judge panel consisted 


of Democratically appointed 
judges. The en banc panel ap- 
pears to have split in its eight 
to three decision largely on 
political party lines. With the 
three dissenting judges having 
been appointed by Democratic 
Presidents. 

In any event, the Adminis- 
tration continues to expend re- 
sources and time fighting to 
disrupt a unique and sensitive 
ecosystem, which also hap- 
pens to be sacred land to Na- 
tive Americans. All to pro- 
vide Snowbowl, a private, for 
profit company that operates 
on federal land, a consistent 
and reliable operating season.

($750,000). The tribe likes 
the fact that the new portfo- 
lio of companies will double 
their businesses and quadruple 
profit. They put down 20% of 
the purchase price ($1 million) 
which is most of their cash, re- 
tain trucking management, and 
finance the remaining $4 mil- 
lion; creating an annual debt 
service payment of $540,000. 
The trucking company loan 
is fully amortized and will 
be paid off at the end of 10 
years. The tribe looks to be in 
good financial position. His- 
torical income for the truck- 
ing company, $750,000, cov- 
ers the $540,000 annual debt 
payment leaving $210,000 in 
yearend profit. Then some- 
thing happens, the economy 
crashes. 

The actual earnings decrease 
from 15% to 6% ($300,000). 
This is $240,000 short of the 
annual debt service needed to 


pay down the note for the pur- 
chase of the company. The 
tribe allocates dollars from 
their convenience store to pay 
trucking company debt. The 
$250,000 they usually make 
is now reduced by $240,000 
which leaves only $10,000 in 
the bank for the year’s activ- 
ity. 

There is not much room 
for anything to go wrong be- 
cause cash reserves are low. 
The tribe has lived through 
one year of trucking company 
ownership but what happens 
if the economy does not come 
back and something breaks in 
either business? It would be 
difficult to consolidate truck- 
ing company management 
since the tribe’s experience is 
primarily in convenience store 
operations. Tribal manage- 
ment is hopeful things will im- 
prove but hope is not a man- 
agement strategy. 

Whether you are a tribe or 
an individual, here are three 
things you can do to avoid the 
pitfalls of new business own- 
ership: One, don’t pay too 


much at the beginning. Ask 
around and get good advice on 
valuation. Two, get the seller 
to carry part of the loan (if it 
is a purchase) -a seller that is 
still on the hook to be repaid 
is likely to contribute when 
times get tough or else risk 
losing their payback. Three, 
run through worst case sce- 
nario and ask yourself how 
long you could keep the doors 
open if the business has its 
worst year(s) ever following 
your purchase- if the answer 
is “not too long” then maybe 
you should look for a smaller 
deal.

A Focus on 
Healthy Food 
Choices 


P lanning a nutritious 
meal can be a daunt- 
ing task, leading many 
parents to instead load up the 
kids and head to a local fast 
food joint. The drawbacks of 
a fast food diet may not be 
clear at first however, over 
time the damaging effects of 
a high fat, low nutritious diet 
take their toll on a person’s 
body. 

With this is mind, the Rec- 
reation Department joined up 
with the Wellness Department 
to demonstrate to the Nation’s 
youth how to prepare quick, 
easy alternatives to fast food 
meals.

Drake Cement Celebrates Grand Opening

After more than a decade of 
planning and construction, Drake 
Cement opened its doors on June 
17, with a grand opening celebra- 
tion that included politicians and 
business leaders from across the 
United States and South America. 

“For me and a very few others, 
it has been a privilege to witness 
the transformation of this project 
from when it was an idea to what 
it is now, the newest, state of the 
art cement plant in America. 

In the summer of 2003, Ricardo

Rizo and I came to Arizona to 
take a look at the prospect of a 
300,000 ton cement plant in the 
northern part of the State that 
was referred to us by one of our 
trusted vendors. 

After some months of intense 
negotiations, our group bought a 
majority stake in the project and 
was fortunate enough to keep the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation as part- 
ners in this venture. 


Our team of design engineers at 
ARPL took the challenge up front 
and engaged the help of the most 
experienced equipment manu- 
facturers and engineers in the in- 
dustry so that in 2008 we were 
able to start the construction of 
this plant. It took us almost three 
years and the result is this facility 
that today opens its doors.” stated 
Drake Cement President & CEO 
Marco Gomez. 


Drake Cement is the first ce- 
ment plant built in Arizona in 50 
years, capable of producing up 
to 660,000 tons of portland ce- 
ment per year and was built with 
operating and pollution controls 
found in only a few facilities in 
the world. It’s anticipated that the 
plant will employ up to 100 per-

Chairman Kwail and Vice Chairman Jack- 
son, Sr. were joined by tribal leaders from across 
Arizona to participate in a Tribal Listening Ses- 
sion hosted by the Department of Interior Secre- 
tary’s Office of Indian Water Rights in Phoenix 
on June 7. 

Top Department of Interior officials including 
Deputy Assistant Secretary for Indian Affairs 
Del Laverdure, Counselor to Deputy Secretary 
Alletta Belin, and Director of Secretary’s Indian 
Water Rights Office Pamela Williams attended 
the listening session. 

The listening session was held with the intent 
to discuss with tribal leaders the status and fu- 
ture implementation of certain Indian water set- 
tlement benefits established in Title I of the Ari- 
zona Water Settlements Act (AWSA), specifi- 
cally the allocation of CAP and Lower Colorado 
River Basin waters.

18, Clarkdale Fire was dis- 
patched to Russel Street in the 
Yavapai-Apache Community for 
a wildland fire.

Tunlii, the Nation's newest community, will be 
doubling its population in the very near future. 

With over 100 families on the Low Income 
Housing Tax Credit Waiting List (LIHTC), the 
Yavapai-Apache Nation Tribal Housing, or 
YANTH as it is better known, recently broke 
ground on a fourth LIHTC project. 

This newest project will include 14 units on 
Skah Ddah Gah Ahm Jah (First Man Street), 
21 units along Cherry Lane, 2 playgrounds and 
a manager’s unit for a total of 36 units of new 
housing in the Tunlii community. 

Units are expected to be between 1600 and 
1800 square feet, and will consist of 3 bedrooms, 
2 baths and an enclosed garage.

The Nation’s involvement in 
Drake Cement began in 2001 
when seeking diverse eco- 
nomic opportunities for the 
Nation, former Councilman 
Norman Smith along with then 
EDA Director Theodore Smith 
Sr., began to research the pos- 
sibility of an investment in 
Drake Cement. 


In 2002, after numerous 
meetings with Drake Cement 
Chief Operating Officer Cliff 
Ayers, Tribal Council voted 
and approved an investment 
into Drake Cement, making it 
an official partner in the $300 
million project. 

In his address, Vice Chair- 
man Robert Jackson, Sr. ap- 
plauded the Drake Cement 
team on the completion of the 
project and expressed the Na- 
tion’s continued support of 
Drake Cement.

procedures within the Depart- 
ment and to listen to tribal con- 
cerns. 

Chairman David Kwail in 
his address to DOI stated, “The 
Department of the Interior es- 
tablished the Nation’s Fed- 
eral Indian Water Rights As- 
sessment Team in October of 
2008. Since this time, the Na- 
tion has made the pursuit of a 
fair and equitable water rights 
settlement one of its highest 
priorities, despite the cost and 
the substantial devotion of re- 
sources this has required. 

The Nation cannot continue 
to wait while the United States 
fails to take action on the Na- 
tion’s repeated requests that 
the United States become in- 
volved in the Nation’s settle- 
ment efforts.” 

Chairman Kwail’s re- 
marks were a theme carried 
out throughout the listen- 
ing session, as tribal leaders 


expressed their frustration at 
the lack of representation by 
the Department of Interior in 
pending water settlement ne- 
gotiations. 

“We want our trustee to 
be at the table and we expect 
the Department of Interior to 
be there and our water rights 
claim resolved.” stated Acting 
Hualapai Chairman Richard 
Walema. 

At the conclusion of the lis- 
tening session, tribal leaders 
were advised the Department 
would “digest” the concerns 
presented and plans made on 
how to proceed with pending 
and future water settlement re- 
quests. In the meantime, the 
Nation's Water Team continues 
to engage in settlement discus- 
sions with various parties and 
remains optimistic that a fair 
and equitable settlement of the 
Nation’s water rights will be 
reached.

Christian Ordered both par- 
ties to provide further briefing 
on any issues/facts surround- 
ing due process afforded Ev- 
ans prior to her removal. 

Upon review of the addi- 


tional briefings, the Court will 
decide whether Evans was 
provided “due process”. If 
found that Evans was not pro- 
vided due process the matter 
will be referred back to Tribal 
Council for Evans to present 
her case and to defend herself 
against the allegations of gross 
misconduct. 


If found that “due process” 
was afforded Evans, the mat- 
ter will be dismissed and the 
case closed, with no “appeal” 
of the Tribal Council’s deci- 
sion available to Evans.

S ix individuals includ- 
ing four Native Amer- 
icans were taken into 
custody on Thursday, June 16, 
after chaining themselves to 
each other and heavy equip- 
ment in an attempt to stop the 
construction of a pipeline in- 
tended to carry reclaimed 
wastewater into the Snowbowl 
ski area for snowmaking pur- 
poses. 

The following is a statement 
released by the protestors: 

“Today we take direct ac- 
tion to stop further dese- 
cration and destruction of 
the Holy San Francisco 
Peaks. We stand with our 
ancestors, with allies and 
with those who also 
choose to embrace di- 
verse tactics to safeguard 
Indigenous People’s cul- 
tural survival, our com- 
munity’s health, and this 
sensitive mountain ecosystem. 

On May 25th 2011, sanc- 
tioned by the US Forest Ser- 
vice, owners of Arizona 
Snowbowl began further de- 
struction and desecration 
of the Holy San Francisco 
Peaks. Snowbowl’s hired 
work crews have laid over 
a mile and a half of the 
planned 14.8 mile waste- 
water pipeline. They have 
cut a six foot wide and six 
foot deep gash into the Holy 
Mountain. 

Although a current legal 
battle is under appeal, Snow- 
bowl owners have chosen 
to undermine judicial pro- 
cess by rushing to con- 
struct the pipeline. Not only 
do they disregard culture, 
environment, and our chil- 
dren’s health, they have 
proven that they are criminals 
beyond reproach. 

Four weeks of desecra- 
tion has already occurred. 
Too much has already been 
taken. Today, tomor- 


row and for a healthy fu- 
ture, we say “enough!” 
As we take action, we 
look to the East and 
see Bear Butte facing 
desecration, Mt. Taylor fac- 
ing further uranium min- 
ing; to the South, Mt. 
Graham desecrated. South 
Mountain threatened, the 
US/Mexico border severing 
Indigenous communities 
from sacred places; to the 
West, inspiring resistance 
at Sogorea Te, Moan a 
Keya facing desecration; 
to the North, Mt. Tenabo, 
Grand Canyon, Black Mesa, 
and so many more... our 
homelands and our culture 
under assault. 

We thought that the USDA, 
heads of the Forest Ser- 


vice, had meant it when 
they initiated nationwide lis- 
tening sessions to protect sa- 
cred places. If the process was 
meaningful, we would not 
have to take action today. 

More than 13 Indige- 
nous Nations hold the Peaks 
Holy. The question has been 
asked yet we hear no response, 
“what part of sacred don't you 
understand?” 

For hundreds of years resis- 
tance to colonialism, slavery, 
& destruction of Mother Earth 
has existed and continues here 
in what we now call Arizona. 

The United States recently 
moved to join the United Na- 
tions Declaration on the

WIA Workers Experience First Day Jitters

It’s the first day of work. 
Some individuals might see 
this moment as a palm per- 
spiring, stomach turning event. 
Others might look at their first 
day of work with a slightly 
more optimistic approach. In 
either case, the first day jitters 
are a normal phase for a young 
person to experience on their 
first day of work. 

The realization that you’re 
going to be a summer youth 
worker for a good majority of 
your summer begins to enve- 
lope you. All those butterflies 
swarming at the pit of your 
stomach are almost enough to 
rip you right out of gravities 
grasp; and the only thing keep- 
ing you from flying up right off 
of the ground is telling yourself 


that this is real and that you 
now have a job and get to ex- 
perience a taste of the corpo- 
rate world. 

WIA was created to give 
tribal youth hands on experi- 
ence at a job they find intrigu- 
ing or have even taken into 
consideration as a possible life 
long career. Suddenly you’re 
running around; files are flying 
left and right; the phones start 
ringing and the paper shredder 
buzzes. At first it’s startling; 
and some of you may begin 
to wonder what foreign world 
you’ve dumped yourself into. 
But in all the new noise, you 
begin to allow yourself to sync 
with all the movement going 
on around you. Now those 
first day jitters are replaced by 
learning something new every 
day, fulfilling yourself through 
hard work and the incentive 
that you are being paid to do 



what you do. 

Hopefully by the end of your 
work experience you’ve devel- 
oped social skills and a work 
ethic. Perhaps you have even 
found a passion for that par- 
ticular summer job. Maybe 
now you’re looking at it as a 
possible career you could see 
yourself doing on a daily ba- 
sis; or maybe, you’ve discov- 
ered that the job just wasn’t 
what you had initially expected 
and are ready to try something 
new next time around. Maybe 
you just realized that you have 
what it takes to tough out any 
situation you're presented with 
and no longer have to be told 
what to do, but are taking the 
initiative. 

Brian Fernando, 14, Amanda 
Fore, 17, Armando Gamez, 19, 
and Desirae Gamer “Pierce” 18, 
are new to the WIA program 
and can tell us exactly how the 
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first day jitters affected them 
and how they are handling it. 
They all agree that their ex- 
pectations of their first day had 
been filled with a feeling of 
“Nervousness.” 

When I interviewed Desirae 
Garner “Pierce”, she expressed 
that the most rewarding aspect 
of her job at Social Services 
was the fact that she felt like 
she had “really help|ed] peo- 
ple.” She also wanted to make 
clear that the “work experience

T he Nation’s Preser- 
vation & Technol- 
ogy Department re- 
cently expanded its digital 
workshop to include a yet 
unnamed WIA youth produc- 
tion inspired by Tess Potter, 
Media Specialist. 

WIA workers were as- 
signed the task of writing a 
script and producing a short 
film that conveyed a mes- 
sage of moral values. 

WIA workers for the Cul- 
ture Department were each 
assigned the task of writ- 
ing a portion of the script 
for the short film.

really helps someone open up,” 
creating better social skills. 

Armando Gamez is currently 
working at Fleet. When I asked 
him what exactly goes on in a 
normal work day for him, he 
commented: “It’s definitely 
hard work, and it’s a lot like 


landscaping in a way, but not. 
It’s a great feeling, especially 
when you know that you’re 
helping people.” 

Brian Fernando just last 
year was one of the recreation 
youths; now 14 years old, he 
is currently one of the em- 
ployees at the recreation de- 
partment. “It’s great being able 
to work for the Rec because I 
already feel comfortable here 
and there are plenty of recog- 


nizable faces.” When I asked 
him about the part of his work 
that was unexpected, he told 
me that he “.. .wasn't expecting 
all the clean up that you have 
to do. I thought we just played 
with the kids, but something 
good did come out of having 
to do things that 1 didn’t expect 
like learning how to cook.” 

As for Amanda Fore, her 
work has really helped her 
come out of her shell a bit. “I 


am usually a very shy person, 
but having to work in an of- 
fice and communicate through 
the phone, and having to talk 
to people has really helped me 
with my shyness; and my co- 
workers are great which for me 
is good.” 

Overall, when I asked them 
what advice they might pass on 
to other WIA workers, they all 
seemed to agree that an opti- 
mistic attitude, hard work, and 
appreciation go a long way.

Rights of Indigenous Peo- 
ples, evidently the US has not 
currently observed and acted 
upon this declaration, other- 
wise we would not be taking 
action today. This document 
informs our action, we also 
assert that UNDRIP supports 
the basis for our action. 


We continue today resist- 
ing Snowbowl’s plan to spray 
millions of gallons of waste- 
water snow, which is filled 
with cancer causing and other 
harmful contaminants, as well 
as clear-cut over 30,000 trees. 
The Peaks are a pristine and 
beautiful place, a fragile eco- 
system, and home to rare and 
endangered species of plants 
and animals.

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The Nation Distributes Over $150,000 to the Verde Valley

The Nation recently pre- 
sented the Towns of Clarkdale 
and Camp Verde with over 
$150,000 as part of the 12 
percent contribution outlined 
in the Yavapai-Apache Nation 
and State of Arizona Gam- 
ing Compact of 2002, which 
allows the Nation to conduct 
gaming at Cliff Castle Casino 
Hotel. 

Under Section 12 of the 
Compact, the Nation annually 
contributes a percentage of 
the Nation’s revenue to cities, 
towns or counties for the ben- 
efit of the general public. 

This year, upon reviewing 
requests received from var- 



ious communities, the Na- 
tion chose to contribute to 
the Towns of Clarkdale and 
Camp Verde. 

The Town of Clarkdale re- 
ceived $10,000 to help fund 
the opening of the public 
pool, which due to budget 
shortfalls, was closed during 
the 2009 and 2010 summer 
seasons. Through fundrais- 
ing efforts by an ad hoc com- 
mittee, town staff, town resi- 
dents and the Nation’s contri- 
bution the Town was able to 
open the pool on May 30. 

Meanwhile, the Town 
of Camp Verde received 
$140,679 for a full-time 
Counselor for the Camp 
Verde High School, a Grass- 
hopper Basketball League, 


and Camp Verde Pool Open- 
ing. 

“The 12% revenue share is 
one way the Nation is able to 
give back to the local econ- 
omy. We are very grateful to 
the local communities who 
have supported us over the 
past 16 years and are pleased 
that we are able to support 
them with projects that ben- 
efit both communities” says 
Chairman David Kwail. 

The Nation views educa- 
tion, public safety, health- 
care, and social services pri- 
ority services in all communi- 
ties and regularly contributes 
funds above the 12% revenue 
share to organizations that of- 
fer these services.

The Nation’s People of the 
Sun Gourd Singers and Bird 
Dancers were invited to attend 
and participate in a celebration 
and memorial honoring Amer- 
ican Indian warriors/veterans, 
past and present on May 28 
and 29, in Washington, DC. 

We accepted the invitation 
with humbleness and honor. 
The young men and young 
girls that took this journey rep- 
resented the nation with pride 
and integrity. The behavior 
of this group with other youth 
was incredible. As an elder 
who traveled with them I am 
very proud of their actions, 
their willingness to sing and 
dance without hesitation, and 
the respect they performed, 
made me proud. 

Our journey commenced 
after months of fundraising. 
All nine of us boarded the 
Am Trak train in Flagstaff at 
3:30 a.m. on Wednesday May 
25. We traveled for 2 nights 
and 2 days by train, making

one changeover in Chicago 
and arriving at Union Sta- 
tion in Washington, D.C. on 
Friday, May 27.

We walked for miles and 


miles on the concrete spider 
web that led us throughout 
the Washington, D.C. ‘Mall’. 
That’s what it is called “the 
mall”. We all thought we were 
going to be in the center of a 
huge shopping mall, but no it’s 
an open-area national park in 
downtown Washington. 


People were run- 
ning through the mall, 
all day long you would 
see people running. As 
we walked to museums, 
war memorials, presi- 
dential monuments, etc., 
people were running 
up and down flights 
of stairs that led to the 
monuments, along long 
stretches of concrete 
and grass.
